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Johana Vettoretti came to the hospital 
originally in 1938 as a laboratory secretary 
under Dr. Nicholas DeSanto and later Dr. Milton 
Helpern. She also did electrocardiograms at 
that time and was, in fact, the first electro- 
cardiographist in this hospital. She stayed 
until 1941, and thinking then she would like 
to try the commercial world, she went to the 
banguet department of the Hotel Delmonico. 
However, after a year there she decided she 
much preferred hospital work and through 
Dr. Helpern she went to the x-ray department 
of Memorial Hospital hoping to get back into 
the laboratory when an opening arose. One 
did, but at the Same time, a call came from 
Dr. Philip Wilson's office asking her to come 
and work for him. Johana decided to come 
back to H.S.S. and after doing patient work 
for Dr. Wilson for a year, she became his 
executive secretary for sixteen. 


When 1960 rolled around, Johana decided she would again leave H.S.S. 
She had been reading about the project "Hope" in the newspapers and had 
become interested because Dr. Wilson had had a similar idea for Kashmir. She 
wrote to Dr. William Walsh, director of the project, and was eventually inter- 
viewed and accepted as chief secretary in charge of medical records. After 
three months on the ship, she also became assistant to the hospital adminis- 
trator. The project was organized to bring medical knowledge to the under- 
developed countries and on the ship were the finest specialists and nurses. 
On some of the islands, however, there were no doctors to train and a mass 
treatment program was conducted. For 7% months the ship visited the islands 
of Indonesia and for 2% months was in Saigon, Vietnam. Such a trip was of 


course a most rewarding one both for the experience and friends gained on 

the ship and the opportunity to see the customs and culture of people of 
another and rather remote part of the world. There were no amusements on 
board the ship other than a library of donated books. Bridge was the favorite 
game when there was time. On the weekends, the local Indonesians would take 
the "Hope" people to the various spots of interest on the islands and enter- 
tain them at receptions with native music and dancing. The visit to Hong 

Kong was eagerly anticipated by the group as it was their first holiday, 

and says Johana, completely lived up to expectations. Their second holiday 
was five days in Saigon and most took this opportunity to visit Bangkok. 
Johana enjoyed the trip there very much. She found Bangkok a most fascinating 
city, an unusual combination of the old world and the new. 


After returning from her year's trip on the "Hope," Johana thought 
of another change - going to the west coast to San Francisco to live. How- 
ever, this was not possible, luckily for the hospital, and she came back to 
organize the Medical Education office. Although it has been hard work and 
discouraging at times, Johana undertook the challenge with her usual spirit 
and efficiency. We all know what a fine job she has done. 


Johana was born and brought up here in the city and still lives 
in the Bronx. One of her favorite recreations, as most of you probably know, 
is singing. She has studied music for a number of years both @ Hunter College 
and privately. She has long been a member of her church choir and has sung 
with other choirs and with amateur opera companies, not to mention, HSS 
variety and other shows. Johana has never thought of singing professionally, 
She just does it for her own pleasure. In Indonesia, at one of the receptions, 
the "Hope" group was asked to entertain after an evening of Indonesian song 
and dance. Johana was one of those elected and after this, she was called 
upon to sing frequently. She learned two Indonesian songs which completely 
delighted the Indonesian audience. They gave her an Elvis Presley-style 
reception and many requested her autograph. 


Traveling is another of Johana's interest. She had her first 
taste of this when she went to Europe as a child with her mother and still 
remembers parts of the trip although she was only five years old. Besides 
her trip to the Far East, she has been to Europe again, to northeastern 
Canada, to the Caribbean, to California, and hopes to tour the United States 
soon. 


Dr. Wilson, when asked for a comment on Johana, stated that one of 
the advantages of moving his office to the research building was that he 
would then be in contact again with Johanna.

Management Class in Session

take care of the patients in H.S.S. There are usually from 160 to 190 in- 
patients in the hospital at all times for 24 hours a day for every day 


throughout the year. The patients must be fed, the rooms kept clean, linen 
provided, lab tests made and x-rays taken, medicines supplied, physical and 
occupational treatments given, medical and accounting records kept and, of 
course, there is the O.R. Putting all these things together takes a lot of 
doing. But that isn't the end - there are a very considerable number of 
out-patients who take treatments through OPD and others who have shoes and 
braces made here. Just providing patient care is a tremendous job, but there 
are also supplies to be bought, the telephone service to be handled, admitting 
patients and taking care of the mail. But we still haven't reached the end, 
there is also the job of using your services to the best advantage of the 
hospital, making up your pay and providing food and other services for the 
hospital employees.
